and Republicans 

Chicago, April 5.—A resume of the city 
elections in Michigan, Ohio, Illinois, Iowa, 
Kansas and North Dakota shows that in a 
majority of places local issues took pre- 
cedence over politics and that when party 
lines were drawn republicans had the best 
of it. Democrats generally, where success- 
ful, secured larger majorities than did re 
publicans, however. 

Evansville, Ind., April 5.—The munici- 
pal election here yesterday -resulted in a 
sweeping victory for the republicans, and 
reform democrats.

The new 
council will stand eleven republicans to 
three democrats; against nine democrats to 
three republicans last year, a new ward 
having been created. 

Helena, Mont., April 5.—Democrats 
elected John Curtain mayor and six of the 
pight aldermen. The republicans elected 
the. treasurer and police magistrate. Last 
year the republicans eleced their mayor by 
438 majority. 

Grand Rapids, Mich., April 5.—Returns 
show that W. J. Stewart, republican, was 
elected mayor by 415 plurality and the bal- 
ance of the city ticket republican, by an 
average of 400.

DIFFERENCES IN THE ATLANTA BOARD. | 


An Interesting Talk with the President—A 
Moeting to Be Called Soon—Some 
Big Sales. 


The recent action of the Atlanta real ¢s- 
tate board in abolishing the “exclusive 
agency” feature, and suspending the rules 
relating to auction sales, has caused & 
great deal of talk among the agents for the 
past few days. 

It is a matter of considerable interest, 
anyhow, taking into consideration that the 
sale of the station house and other city 
property caused the split in the board and 
may yet bring on more talk. 

The Constitution has already published 
the full story of the last meeting of tac 
board and how those rules came to be 
changed. 

As to the probable results of this action 
by the board, Mr. Samuel W. Goode, pres- 
ident, speaking on this line yesterday, said: 

“There was clearly a misunderstanding 


on the part of Dr. H. L. Wilson about the 


rules, as he thought they did not take bind- 
ing effect until the 1st of May next, but 
others of the board thought all rules, ex- 
cept those relating to exclusive agency, 
went into effect at once. Hence it Is eas- 
ily understood how the members felt when 
they knew that Dr. Wilson had pledged 
himself to abide by the rules, and yet, in 
the face of the pledge, had seemingly gross- 
ly violated them by agreeing to sell the po- 
lice~station for much less than the board 
rate pf commissions. But Dr. Wilsons 
understanding that these rules were not 
operative until May 1st clearly exonerated 
him,’ 


Will the Rules Be Restored? 


The response to the question whether 
the rates and rules as to auction sales and 
exclusive agency would be restored, Mr. 
Goode said: ‘Il am unable to answer. 

“The will of the majority will determine. 
I favor both rules, but am ready to conform 
to the wishes of a majority. The rule as 
to a uniform rate, not a higher rate, of 
commission for making auction sales helps 
and simplifies business for the agents and 
the rule to prevent ‘by-bidding’ or ‘puffing’ 
inures to the benefit of buyers by _assur- 
ing them that they will be fairly dealt with 
at such sales. 

“As ‘to the ‘exclusive agency’ 
on building property, this is simply a rule 
requiring business to be done in a business 
way. ‘What is everybody's business 1s 
nobody’s business.’ And yet it does not ex- 
clude owners from having the services of 
more than one agent at a time; because the 
agent with whom the property is . listed 
may have the co-operation and assistance 
of all the members of the board in dispos- 
ing of property, and yet the owner will have 
to pay only commission and that to his chos 
en agent. 

‘‘lhis is far better than throwing no par- 
ticular responsibility on any agent and 
only a general obligation on all. 

“But so many of the agents here think 
this exclusive feature will not be to their 
advantage that the board decided to do 
away with it for the present at least, 
and let us try and have all the real estate 
men of the city unite in an organization 
which will at least promote fraternity, 
encourage fair dealing among ourselves and 
towards the owners and buyers, and at 
the same time give the power and influence 
of unity in promoting the real estate in- 
terests of the city.” 

The Board to Meet Soon. 


In answer to when the board will meet 
again Mr. Goode said, “A meeting will be 
called at such time this or next week as 
may be desired by the members, otherwise 
at the regular time next month. 

“1 think it should be earlier than the reg- 
ular meeting for the reason that the doing 
away with the exclusive agency feature 
will probably largely increase the member- 
ship and give the board more strength and 
importance.”

Pies taxes all went from only five 
counties of Georgia, and hence the $85,000

Mr. Stanhope Sams, who has been steadi- 
ly at work paying back the money to ap- 
plicants with properly approved claims for

He thinks that within the next week or 
two be will have paid back the bulk of di- 
rect tax in Georgia’s hands. 

The state is required to hold in trust 
these taxes for five years, but the rush of 
applications for the money from the very 
outset has diminished the pile considerably 
already. About. thirty-five thousand dol- 
lars has been paid by Mr. Sams to about 
two thousand claims up to date, and the 
claims are pouring in at the rate of a doz- 
en or two each day.

The father of American democracy, if 
he could be with us today, would be 
astounded to see professed democrats 
eager to annul the use of silver and 
abridge the quantity of the circulating 
medium, thus hampering us with the 
evils of a scanty circulation. 

Evidently, we need something more 
than the celebration of this great man's 
birthday; we need the revival and reas- 
Ssertion of his principles, policies and 
methods. 

Jefferson favored abundant money 
cheap money, and free silver coinage, 


New York and Free Coinage. 

The claim of the Wall street contingent 
that the democratic party of New York 
state is opposed to the free coinage of 
silver has nothing whatever to go upon. 
It is a pretense pure and simple, with 
all the evidence against it. The matter 
has never been brought to a test, but it 
is well known that the voting masses 
in the cities and towns are in favor of 
the free coinage of silver,4and there is 
no reason to doubt that the farmers are 
impressed with the importance of the 
issue. As a matter of fact, the only oppo- 
sition to free coinage in the state of New 
York is the Wall street and national bank 
influence, and we believe that Wall street 
and the banks control a hundred editors 
where they control one honest voter. 

The banks influence many of the bus 
iness men who are under obligations to 
them, and the banks and the men whose 
votes they hold control the editors, Yet 
it is a noteworthy fact that some of the 
most intelligent and successful bankers 
are in favor of free coinage. No one 
has done more to expose 
the ignorance of the goldbug 
financiers than Mr. William P. St.John, 
who is the president of a national bank. 
None of the goldbugs will discuss the 
matter with him; none of the subsidized 
editors of New York city will engage 
in an argument with him. When he 
makes a speech before the chamber of 
commerce or before an association of 
bankers, the subsidized editors have 
orders to suppress his remarks. 

Suppression is the order of the day 
and it is an infallible sign of weakness. 


If the Wall _ street contingent 
really believed that the voters 
New York, Connecticut or 


New Jersey were opposed to free coin- 
age, they would be as anxious to make 
it an issue as they-aré’to suppress it; 
and the repubsi€ans would gladly join 
them in bringing the issue before the 
people. If,‘tthe Wall street goldbugs 
thought tat the free coinage issue would 
turn the state over to the republicans, 
they would hasten to secure that result, 
for it would practically put an end to 
Ahe free coinage issue for many years to 
come. 

But what do we see? The Wall street 
influence, instead of bringing the free 
coinage. issue before the voters of the 
country so that it may be disposed of, 
has organized a lobby to work for its 
suppression in congress. Are these the 
tactics of men who believe that the 
voters of New York and the doubtful 
states would array themselves against 
free coinage? Any sensible reader can 
answer that question for himself. When 
we see an interest, an element, or a fac- 
tion spending money like water, subsi- 
dizing metropolitan newspapers, and 
organizing: a powerful lobby in order 
to keep the free coinage issue from get- 
ting to the people in due form, we may 
be very sure that there is some control- 
ling reason behind the effort. If a major- 
ity of 650,000 democratic voters in 
New York state was opposed to the 
remonetization of silver, we may be very 
sure that the political agerfts of Wall 
street and the money power , would 
hasten to get the issue before the people 
and dispose of it. 

We have, however, better evidence 
than this as to the attitude of the dem- 
ocratic voters. Governor Flower was well 
known to be a staunch advocate of free 
coinage. He voted for it in congress and 
his record was well known. Yet he was 
nominated by the democrats and elected 
by a majority of 48,000. 
He was elected on a platform which, 
referring to the free coinage issue, said: 
“We steadfastly adhere to principles of 
sound finance. We are against the coin- 
age of any dollar which is not of the 
intrinsic value of every other dollar of 
the United States.” There was some dis 
cussion over the meaning of this clause, 
but it is a declaration that will be heart- 
ily accepted and endorsed by free coinage 
men everywhere. They want nothing but 
honest dollars that are of the intrinsic 
value of every other dollar of the United 
States, 

Whatever doubt there had ‘been about 


the meaning of the clause was dissipated 


when it was interpreted by Governor 
Hill, who wrote it. In his Elmira speech, 
delivered on the 4th of December, Gov- 
ernor Hill took up this clause of the state 
platform and showed that it meant free 
bimetallic coinage. What is the test of 
an honest dollar? he asked. The melting 
pot. By this test the republican party is 
giving the people dishonest dollars. With 
free coinage, the holder of bullion silver 
could go to the mint and receive in 
exchange for every ounce of fit $1.29 in 
coin or certificates. This would fix the 
intrinsic value of the bullion, so that 
the owner of a dollar might melt it and 
it would still be worth one hundred cents 
‘at the mint.

CARROLL'S DEMOCRACY IS TRIUMPHANT 


Moses Reconverts a Third Party Meeting 
to Democracy in Carroliton—A Man 
of W ords—Intense Enthusiasm. 


Carrollton, Ga., April 5.—(Special.)—This 
was a day of triumph for the democracy 
ef Carroll county. Whatever anxiety may 
have existed in the minds of the faithful 
atout the growth of the people's party hers 
has been set at rest by the results of to- 
day’s meeting between our democratic con- 
gressman, Charles L. Moses, and Mr. C. C. 
Post, the apostle of the third party in ths 
state. 

When the two came together, it ws 
doubtful which side had a majority of the 
ciowd. The third-party men were ci- 
thusiastic, ard inclined to claim every- 
thing. ‘From the number who were talking 
that way, it appeared that they had the 
sympathy of the majority; but, before .he 
joint debate was over, a great crowd of 
demo¢rats, who had been saying little at 
first, were yelling themselves hoarse, and 
carrying everything before them with a 
cyclone of jubilant and triumphant en- 
thusiasm. 

Mr. Post is a smooth and  plausibie 
speaker, accustomed to rough-and-tumble 
campaigning, and retains a certain degree 
of self-possession under trying circum- 
stances, but he is no match for the plucky 
congressman from the fourth. The man who 
braved the fury of an enraged mob in tne 
St. Louis convention, and dared them to 
put him out when they were gnashing their 
teeth on him, is not to be disconcerted by a 
summer breeze in his own bailiwick. The 
fact is that Mr. Moses is never at his best 
until he has opposition, and under a galling 
fire with some of the crowd against him, 
he flashes the lightning of defiant eloquence 
as pa are struck between flint and 
steel. 

The circumstances were trying to both 
speakers. It was very warm, when about 
1 o'clock today 1,500 people crowded into 
a low, metal-covered warehouse. The ex- 
cited crowd surged about the platform, 
and the speakers were in the center of a 
suffocating heat. To add to the general 
discomfort, hundreds of sacks of guano, 
ranged along the sides of the house, sent 
out their oppressive and sickening odor. 
The democracy of Carroll found itself in a 
place typical of the conditions into which 
the third party propagandists wouid 
lead it. 

The debate opened with a sharp contest 
over the division of time. It was a third- 
party meeting and Post’s appointment, but 
the independents, overconfident of their 
strength, had seen fit to offer to divide 
time with Mr. Moses. He had been there 
all the morning, and was fresh and lusty 
when Mr. Post came into town a littl» 
after noon, somewhat jaded with travel. 
The respective committees had failed to 
reach a definite agreement, and when Mr. 
Fost mounted the platform he said that he 
understood that Mr. Moses intended to at- 
tack his record, and he demanded that Mr. 
Moses speak first and he have the con- 
clusion. 

Mr. Moses said it had been advertised 
that the democratic party would be attack- 
ed here today and he demanded that Mr, 
Post proceed with the arraignment and 
give him time to reply. 

The discussion was heated and Mr. 
Moses exclaimed, “You see he don’t want 
to meet me!” 

Mr. Post objected to the statement and 
said he had to leave at 3 o’clock to fill anoth- 
er appointment. He was not going to 4i- 
vide time in a way to put himself at a dis- 
advantage. He said the people’s party had 
Sve gaa its arraignment of the democratic 
party. 

Mr. Moses again twitted him on not be- 
ing willing to face an antagonist on such 
terms that he could reply. 

_The crowd became excited, and both 
sides were yelling for their favorites. Moses 
was aggressive from the start and kept 
it up. Things were getting more heated 
every second, and it would not have taken 
much to start a riot. The chairman of the 
people’s party mounted the platform and 
announced that this was a people’s party 
meeting. It had been proposed to divide 
time with Mr. Moses, but as the speakers 
were not agreed on the manner of the di- 
vision, it became incumbent on him as 
chairman to announce that it was from this 
time a _people’s party meeting. 

_ Mr. Post saw that this was a tactical 
mistake and instantly reversed the chair- 
man. 

“It shall not go out from here that I 
am unwilling to meet a democrat in joint 
debate,” said he, “‘and rather than that I 
will accept Mr. Moses’s proposition on the 
division of time. The crowd was satisfied. 
Post was to open in fifteen minutes, Moses 
to speak forty-five and Post to close in thiz- 
ty minutes more. 

This settled, the fight began in earnest. 
Post fired blank cartridges during most of 
his ening quarter of an hour, following 
the .ne of the St. Louis platform in its 
denuuciation of old parties. Here is a 
brief outline of his opening remarks: 

Mr. Post Opens the Depate. 

“I see representatives cf the great wealth 
proses ing masses here today. A year ago 

oth Colonel Moses and myself appeared as 
representatives of our slliance. oth rep- 
resented the same principles and spoke 
f.0om the same platforms. Then I always 
tuld you that you could not. get relief from 
the democratic party; Cclonel Moses told 
yu that you could. 

“Congress has met; it has been in session 
fon ronths and has not passed a measure 
of relief. It has spit in the face of the 
people, denying them even the small meas- 
ur» of relief in the free coinage of silver, 
and yet Colonel Moses ind the democratic 
party come up again asking your votes.” 

Here Mr. Post described farmer youth 
oa the train without money and without 
ticket. He was put off in a rainstorm. 
“I said to him, ‘What is the matter? He 
suid he had sought work in the country and 
had tramped the streets of Atlanta in vain. 
What does the democratic party, what does 
Colonel Moses say to these men? lt says, 
‘wait.’ An ex-confederate soldier said to 
me, ‘I came back from the battlefield bare- 
footed and tilled my fields. I am again 
where | was when I came back barefoote} 
from the army.’ This, in spite of the fact 
that he has made the ‘and‘tricher by toil. 
To him the democratic narcy says ‘wait. 
lt does not even promise any relief.”

1 went 
to St. Louis with an honest purpose, and I 
met there the scum of the north, and this 
man went there two days beforehand to 
stifle the voice of Georgia in that conven- 
tion. Georgia had five representatives of 
the alliance.

He is the man who incited the cotton 
pickers’ strike, and told the negroes to 
strike for $1 a hundred. I saw his lettcr 
to a colored man in Georgia, saying: ‘Thank 
God the time is past when southern white 
men can take shotguns and drive colored 
people into their fields to work for half 
wages.

He took up the back pension plank, 
which Mr. Post claimed was a resolution, 
and read a letter from Miss Frances E. 
Willard, a member of the platform com- 
mittee, who stated that this plank was 
adopted by the platform committee as part 
of the platform. Mr. Moses cited as wit- 
nesses of the introduction of the report 
the representatives of ‘The Constitution 
and The Journal. He also said the plank 
was in the copy of the platform printed 
by The Knights of Labor Journal. _ 

When Mr. Moses began an attack on the 
pension bill in congress, Mr. Post demand- 
ed, “How many democrats voted for eT" 
and Mr. Moses quickly replied: “Six out of 
2 It was because Grover Cleveland 
was manly enough to veto pension bills 
that you beat him in the northern states.” 

Mr. Post’s Rejoinder. 

Mr. Post did not have the sympathy of 
the crowd as largely on his second round 
as he did at first. He had to stand a 
running fire of interruptions and adverse 
comments from red-hot democrats, and Mr. 
Moses had to appeal for quiet. He said: 

“Tf I had not been looked in the face 
more than once by plutocratic_orators, it 
might have turned my color or my cheek, 
but for twenty years I have stood up in 
defense of the people when the fight was 
hottest. I begged the president of your 
alliance to send democratic speakers into 
South Dakota in order that we might 
break the backbone of the republican 
party. He did not, and I went myself. 
There I was denounced by the republican 
press and republican orators, and here I 
have been by the democratic wing of the

Quotes Livingston. 

“TI went to Cincinnati and acted in the 
fullest harmony with the president of the 
state alliance. I accepted the chairman- 
ship of the people’s party for this state at 
his suggestion, in order that there might 
be harmony in the alliance. It was un- 
derstood and I can bring a hundred men to 
prove that it was agreed and understood 
that the alliance was to go into an inde 
pendent party. There is not a man here 
who heard alliance speakers two years ago 
who does not know that they led you to 
believe that the alliance would go into an 
independent party if the democratic con- 
gress failed to pass a bill for the free coin- 
age of silver.

Ths Platform of 1888. 


The democratic party of the United States, 
in national convention assembled, renews the 
pledge of its fidelity to democratic faith, and 
reaftirms the platform adopted by its repre- 
sentatives in the convention of 1854, and en- 
dorses the views expressed by President 
Cleveland in his last annual message to con- 
pee as a correct interpretation of that plat- 
orm upon the question of tariff reduction, 
and also endorses tne efforts of our dem- 
ocratic representatives in congress to secure 
a reduction of excessive taxation. Chief 
among its principles of party faith are the 
maintenance of an indissoluble union of free 
and indestructable states, now about to enter 
its second century of unex- 
progress and renown devo- 

e plan of government reg- 
ulated by. the written constitution. 
strictly specifying crery granted power, and 
expressly reserving to the states or people 
the entire ungranted residue of power; en- 
couragement of a jorious popular vigilance, 
directed to all who hn\¢ been chosen for bret 
terms to enact and execute laws and who are 


-charged with the duty of preserving peace, 


insuring equality, and establishing justice. 
The democratic party welcomes exacting

Interest in the 
SOUTHERN AGRICULTURAL WORKS 


To Those Who Have Been Associated 
with Him in the Work—He 
Goes to Europe. 


The Southérn Agricultural works, one of 
Atlanta’s oldest and largest manufacturing 
enterprises, changed hands yesterday morn- 
ing. - * 
Hon. Elias Haiman, the founder of the in- 
dustry, is now out and within the next month 
will leave Atlanta for his birthplace in Eu- 
rope. 

But of course, he will come back to Atlanta, 
as every one whoever went away has always 
done. 

The Southern Agricultural work are located 


‘on Marietta street, just west of Jones avenue, 


The building, which has a frontage on that 
street of 518 feet, isof brick and is constructed 
in the most approved style, It runs back to 
the Western and Atlantic railroad 150 feet and 
cost quite a snug sum when erected. 

The building was put up years ago by 
Mr. Haiman, and for a long time was known 
as the Haiman plow factory. Its start wasa 
modest one, Mr. Haiman, then just starting, 
being one of the hardest and most skilled 
workmen as well as the owner and manager. 
But he knew what he was doing and grad- 
ually the plant grew. Mr. Haiman proved a 
fine manager, and as his production grew he 
increased his plant. About five ago 
he “associated with him Mr. Sigmund 
Landauer and increased the plant. Then the 
business went into the hands of the Southern 
Agricultural works and under the manage- 
ment of the new firm gained ground daily. 

But for months past Mr, Haiman’s health 
has been bad, and as it did not improve he de- 
termined to sell out and go to Europe. <A few 
days agohis partnerand he began a trade 
which was closed yesterday morning. By.that 
trade Mr. Haiman disposed of his entire inter- 
est in the works to Mr. Landauer,’ Mr. W. E. 
Anstin and Mr. Joe Menko, The price paid 
him for his interest has not been made known, 
but it was‘a nice purse. 

The. building and the machinery, which is 
said to be the tinest in the south, are valued at 
$160,000 to $175,000. Of this Mr. Haiman 
hada controlling interest. Unner the new 
management the works will move along as 
usual, only the usual energy of those in charge 
will advance it materially by the in- 
dustry and their devotion to work. 

Mr. Haiman has made many friends in At- 
lanta since he came here, and was once a 
member of the general council where he made 
afine record. His departure from Atlanta 
will be deeply regretted by all who know him, 
and his return’ will be glady hailed. 

His pretty home on Peachtree street will be. 
sold before he goes away.

THE . SILVER DOLLAR, 


It Is the Government’s Stamp That Makes 
Its Value. 
From The Metropolis. 


We are not at all surprised that our re 
marks of last week on “silver dollars’ have 
stirred up a hornet’s nest about our ears. 
We were perfectly well aware that this 
is a very hot-bed of gold bugs; men who 
consider it treason to look upon any other 
than the yellow metal as deserving of 
notice. Therefore, it was to be expected 
that we would be buried under an avalanche 
of indignat*protestssand denunciations be- 
cause of our kindly mention of the modest 
silver dollar. 

Here, for instance, is one correspondent. 
He calls our attention to the fact that The 
Commercial Advertiser, whose articles we 
are criticizing, spoke hypothetically; that 
is, when free coinage should come. With 
all due respect to our esteemed correspond- 
ent, we so quoted that equally esteemed 
contemporary, and then proceeded to punc- 
ture his assertion that then a farmer could 
pay a five-thousand-dollar mortgage with 
$3,500 worth of silver, and that a wage- 
earner’s deposit in the savings bank of $500 
would shrink to $350. We may put it 
differently for the enlightenment of the 
cerrespondent—thus: Metal is not money. 
You can’t go to your grocer and buy your 
family supplies with a handful of nickel, 
copper, silver or gold. The grocer won't 
receive such tender. But when you take 
the coin to him he receives it readily, be- 
cause it bears the stamp of the government. 
He doesn’t put it on his scales and test its 
intrinsic value by its weight. Its value is 
impressed upon its face. Not its value as 
cold, silver, copper or nickel, but its value 
as money. 

We are quite willing to admit that the 
intrinsic value of the silver in $5,000 made 
of that metal is much less than the intrinsic 
value of the goldin an equal number of gold 
dollars. If the farmer’s five-thousand-dol-

including even brass and iron. And what- 
ever value the ruling power chose to put 
upon the circulating medium fixed its pur- 
chasing power, regardless altogether of its 
intrinsic value. When Christ took the coin 
bearing the image and superscription of 
Caesar he did not inquire its intrinsic valu, 
but commanded that respect. should be paid 
to the ruler who had issued it by respecting 


the token.

Our cables say that 
no activity is looked for until after Easter holidays.

Here opening 
prices were about 5 points bclow yesterday, but the 
market rallied to within a point or two of last night’s 
prices before the first hour of the session had been 
passed,and at 1 o’clock August was selling at 6.81.

They were soon captured and the man 
who claimed to have been released from jail 
the day previous was brought back to At- 
lanta agd put in jail. He was kept ail 
night and admitted that he had lied about 
the matter.

&s fixed by the railroad commision of Georgia, 
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The following rules have b ed s 

as tg as follows: — 

JLI2 56.—TI'wo or more packages weighin 
each 10 pounds or _ over, forwanies oF oe 
Shipper at the same time to one consignee, 
may be charged for on the aggregate weight 
as above. Packages weighing. less than 10 
pounds each shipped as in the foregoing sec- 
tion may be aggregated, provided they are 
estimated and charged for as weighing 10 
pounds each. Actual weight only must be 
entered on the way bill. If articles of dif. 
ferent classes are aggregated, the charge may 
- made at the rate applying to the highest 
class. 

RULE 6.—Valuation Charges.—When the 
value of any merchandise shipped (C. O. D. 
or otherwise) exceeds $50.00, the following 
additional charge may be made on value: 
(Charge for value whether insured or not.) 
When merchandise rate is $1.00 or less per 
100_ pounds, 5 cents for each $100 value, or 
fraction thereof. When merchandise rate ex- 
ceeds $1.00 and not more than $3.00 per 100 
pounds, 10 cents for each $100 value, or 
fraction thereof. These rates apply only to 
packages or shipments of merchandise, 
jewelry and valuable papers. 

RULE 8.—Stoves and other fragile cast- 
ings, Fire Brick and Emery Wheels may be 
received at owner’s risk only. 

RULE 10.—Gunpowder, Dynamite, Kero- 
sene, Benzine, Naphtha, Gasoline, Matches 
and all other explosive or dangerous inflam- 
mable oils, acids, or materials must not be 
received for transportation. 

RULE 11.—Give a Receipt of the prescribed 
form for all matter received, without regard 
to the distance to be carried. Always ask 
shippers to declare the value, and when given 
insert it in the receipt, mark it on the pack- 
age and enter amount on the way-bill. If 
shippers refuse to state value, write or stamp 
on the receipt “‘Value asked and not given.”’ 
When received at owner’s risk, write or 
stamp on face or receipt “‘At owner’s risk.’ 

RUL®S 12.—Require payment or guarantee 
of charges for, and so way-bill, Old Valises, 
Handbags, Bundles of Blankets, Seeds, Cut- 
tings, Shrubbery, Plants, Samples, Medicines, 
and for all matter evidently not worth 
charges. When matter is way-billed or trahs- 
ferred guaranteed, the guarantee covers the 
charges of all Companies carrying to original 
point of destination and is limited to 60 days. 

RULE 14—Is abolished.
